‘Manila, June 16.—After cutting the raill- 
an@ telegraph at Apalit, several miles 
gouth, for the purpose of severing connec- 
tion, the rebels attacked General Mac- 
arthur’s lines at San Fernando at 4:30 
o'clock this morning. They met with an 
ynexpectedly warm reception, and were re- 
pulsed with a loss of seventy-five men, 
thirty prisoners and many wounded. 
The rebels’ force is estimated to 
have been 5,000 men. They advanced 
‘stealthily from the jungle north of the 
city and then divided, with the evicent 
purpose of surrounding the Americans. 


The outposts of the Iowa regiment dis- 
rovered the enemy and “retired to their 
lines, where the entire division awaited in 
an intrenched position. The Iowa regiment 
and the Kansas regiment received the first 
shock of the attack. Reserving their fire 
until the enemy was within 600 yards, the 
frst volley of the Americans hit the rebels, 
who returned the fire wildly, the rest of 
their line failing to advance. The Amer- 
feans, who thoroughly enjoyed the novelty 
ofthe situation, awaiting the attack, sallied 
forth and the insurgents thereupon turned 
and fed into the jungle.

STORER IN STATE CARRIAGES. 


UNITED STATES MINISTER RE- 
CEIVED BY QUEEN REGENT. 


Premier Silvela Presents the Ameri- 
can to the Ruler of 
Spain. 

Madnd, June 16.—The newly appointed 
minister to Spain, Mr. Bellamy Storer, 
was received in a formal audience by the 
queen regent today. There were no speech- 
es, only a few cordial phrases were ex- 
changed. 

Two state -carriages from the royal sta- 
ble conveyed Mr. Storer from the Hotel 
De Rome to tthe palace, and took him back 
to the hotel after the audience. Premier 
Silvela presented Mr. Storer. 

There _were no crowds about he palace, 
‘Mr. Storer’s reception being unannounced in 
order to avoid disagreeable incidents. The 
fact that there were no speeches is not 
Surprising, as this is the practice when 
ministers are received. 

Speeches are only made in the case of 
ambassadors. Nevertheless, the queen re- 
gent was very amiable ang complimentary 
toward Mr. Storer, and inquired cordially 
concerning the health of President Mc- 
Kinley.

THIRTY PERSONS ARE DROWNED. 


Passenger Steamer with School Chil- 
dren on Board Is Sunk. 

Stettin, June 16.—On the river Oder, off 
the village of Zuellechew, the passenger 
Steamer Bluecher was run into and sunk 
by the steamer Poellitz today. Thirty per- 
sons reported to have been drowned. Ten 
were saved. 

Among the passengers were some fifty 
school children, a majority of whom, it Is 
believed, were saved. 

No bodies have yet been recovered from 
the sunken steamer.

Scuthern Jobbers’ Association Discuss 
a Live Theme. 

Atlantic City, N. J., June 
joint session of the Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association and The representa- 
tives of the manufacturers was held today. 
A feature was the address of R. C. Carson, 
of Charlotte, N. C., on ‘‘Are Trusts Neces- 
sary Under Existing Circumstances, and 
Are They Detrimental to the Jobbers’ In- 
terests?’’ 

After a lengthy deliberation over the mat- 
ter, it was the opinion of the jobbers’ asso- 
ciation that trusts, when conducted on the 
fair basis, are not detrimental to the inter- 
ests of those manufacturers or jobbers. 

Trusts can so regulate prices to effect 
neither, and a reasonable profit could be 
made by both on the sale of goods.

MARINE DIES OF YELLOW FEVER. 


One Case in Havana Has Developed 
and Resulted in Death. 
Havana. June 16.—A marine who was on 
duty at the ‘Machina wharf developed yel- 
low fever on Thursday and died here to- 
day. There are no new cases. The marines 
Sleep in a small barracks on the wharf, 
where they breathe the foul air of the 

harbor. 

Dr. W. T. Brunner, chief sanitary officer 
in Havana, will probably resign ‘his position 
this month, the city of Savannah having 
offered him a tempting salary to take 
charge of sanitary affairs there. The gen- 
eral opinion here is that every effort should 
be made to retain him in the service. He 
understands the local situation and the 
Cubans thoroughly. His keen sense of duty 
is recognized by the police as especially 
serviceable in the community, where there 
a so many attempts to evade the sani- 
t®ry regulations. 

Payment at Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba, June 16.—Government 
posters announcing the date for the pay- 
ment of the Cuban army have been con- 
spicuously posted in ‘eight of the princli- 
pal towns of the province. Their appear- 
ance has provoked a violent discussion. 
Some of the newspapers claim that few 
bona fide soldiers will accept the money 
of the United States. The payment in 
this city will begin on July 9th, Colonel 
Combs, of the Fifth infantry, having 
charge of the disbursement.

One Hundred and Fifty Diggers Were In

The Rescue Work Begun at Once 
Proves To Be Slow, Dangerous 
and Difficult—One of the 
Victims Is Still 
Missing. 


North Sydney, C, B., June 16.—The most 
appalling disaster in the history of Cape 
Breton coal mining occurred at the Cale- 
donila mine at Glace Bay, the principal col- 
liery of the Dominion Coal Company, today, 
when two explosions caused the death of 
eleven men, including Thomas Johnson, the 
underground manager of the Words, and 
brother of the assistant manager of the Do- 
minion Coal Company. Up to noon ten 
bodies had been recovered,

Many Were Overcome by Gas. 

The officlais of the mine were among the 
first to reach the shaft. A cially of the 
men showed that some three score were 
missing, but a moment later some of ihe 
miners appeared, having ecScaped by a elope. 
There were about twenty-five in the com- 
pany who were able to report their presence 
to the anxious friends at the shaft, but 
several others who had manuged to grt cut 
of the slope had fallen, overcome by ex- 
haustion or the fumes whicn they had in- 
haled. When these had been numbered it 
was evident that at least tWenty men, and 
possibly thirty, had been cut off by the ex- 
piosion and perished. Any who survived 
the explesion would quicisly have perisined 
from suffocation. 

Of the incidents attending the explosion 
the survivors were for a long time tvo con- 
fused to give an intelligent account, There 
Was no apparent danger at midnight por 
up to 2 o'clock, when the underground man- 
ager, Thomas Johnson, now missing, last 
reported, 

Shortly after 4 o'clock the waichman 
smelled gas and burning wood and Manuger 
Thomas Brown was notified. He opened the 
ee just as the explosion occurred. The 
work of rescue Was promptly undertaken 
by Assistant General Manager Johnson and 
Daniel Merlin, underground manager of the 
Hub colliery, with a large nhumber of min- 
ers. The party was conlironted with nuany 
difficulties. Men, women and chilidron hung 
about the opening of the siope, weeping and 
distracted. Down below a pitchy darkness 
prevailed, lighted brilliant 
Lursts of the conflagration raging threugh 
the pit. The lamps of the rescuing purty 
sued feeble gleams and the Volunteers grop- 
ed their way down into the mince, the poi-

Bodies Are Brought Up. 

After a bricf time a body Was brought up, 
then another and another until eleven had 
come to the surface. None of them were 
margied, but all were blackened. The 
bodies were laid side by side in the large 
room in the office building. Men and wo- 
men crowded into the place and the !dentiii- 
cations were accompanied by most pitiful 
scenes. In the midst of the excitement at 
the mouth of the shaft the unconscious 
form of Manager Brown Was bronght to the 
surface. The opening of a door in one of 
the passages was followed by an explosion 
and Mr. Brown fell duwn, having been 
made sensele:s by the shock 

In spite of the cfferts of the rescuing 


party, the proportions of the fire in the pit 
scon forced them to give all attention to 
that. The flames seemed to gain headway 
despite the utmost efforts to check their 
speed. The work had to be stopped at fre- 
quent intervals, owing to the danger from 
fire damp, and with euch retreat of the 
men the fire traveled with double fury. The 
wreck of the mine seemed beyond question, 
but later the atmosphere cleared somewhat 
and the work of fighting the fire was re- 
sumed. At noon “ews was «ent to the sur- 
face that it was believed the fire was under 
contro, and further search for bodies would 
soon be taken up, although at that time 
the rescuers were 500 feet from the scene of 
the caplesion. It has been ascertained that 
the coal in the mine has nct taken fire gen- 
eral'y, but that the timbering took fire. 
The Caledonia mine was sold to the Do- 
minion Coal Company by Senator McKean, 
the present gene‘al manager of the com- 
pany It rupplies coal for gas purposes 
and has heen producing on an average of 
2,000 tons per day. 
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PASSENGER TRAIN [8S HELD UP. 


Engineer and Fireman Covered and 
Express Car Robbed. 

Mena, Ark., June 16.—Today the south- 
bound passenger train on the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf railroad, was held up 
by three masked men near Shady, Indian 
Territory. The engineer was signaled to 
stop and on bringing the train to a stand- 
still, guns were leveled at him and the 
fireman was commanded to go back and 
cut off the express car. 

Then they all entered the cab of the en- 
gine and ran the cars down the track a 
couple of miles, where they went through 
the express and mail cars, securing con- 
siderable booty, the exact amount of which 
is not known, as the express company will 
not give out the amount of its losses. 

Robbers Are Arrested. 

Houston, Tex., June 17.—A special from 
Paris, Tex., says that late advices say 
Joe Tate, John Burns and John Peterson 
have been arrested at Poteau, I. T., after 
a running fight of half a mile, for com- 
plicity In the robbery of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf train last night near 
Poteau. They were taken to Fort Smith 
tonight. 


DESPERATE CHANCES TO ESCAPE. 


Two Men Captured by Norfolk Police 
After Sharp Race. 

Norfolk, Va., June 16.—Two strange men 
disembarked from the Baltimore boat this 
morning and this afternoon boarded the 
same boat, presumably with the jnten- 
tion of leaving it at Old Point or New- 
port News. 

Detectives had been placed on the watch 
by Chief of Police Kiser, who was ap- 
prised by wire at 1:20 p. m. of the Princess 
Anne, Md., postoffice robbery. They were 
invited from the boat by an officer, but 
broke into a run, officers chasing them 
hotly, firing as they ran.

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Washington, June 16.—The industrial com- 
mission began its session by the examina- 
tion of James H. Post, of Brooklyn, a 
representative of the Mullemhauer Sugar 
Company and the National Sugar Company, 
of New York. 

Mr. Post said that as a general proposi- 
tion he thought the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company had influenced conditions 
for the good of the country. 

“Do you think,”’ asked Mr. Ratchford, 
“that it would be a good thing for the 
American company to be in entire control 
of the field?” 

> “No,” said Mr. Post, “I think the entire 
control of an article of universal consump- 
tion in the hands of any one set of men 
would be a very dangerous power.” 

‘That is what the trust aims at,” said 
Mr. Ratchford, ‘‘according to Mr. Have- 
meyer's own statement.”’ 

“The business might get into the hands of 
men not so broad minded as Mr. Heve- 
meyer,’ replied the witness. 

Mr. Post denied that either the Mullen- 
hauer or the National companies were con- 
nected in any way with the American Re- 
fining company. In answer to an inquiry 
as to the affidavit plan of selling wholesale 
grocers, witness said that it had recently 
been abandoned. The result was in many 
places grocers were cutting the price of 
Sugar and selling ata loss. Mr. Post said 
he was sorry for the grocers, but it was a 
matter of little interest to the refiner. The 
refiners allowed the grocers a profit of 3 -léc 
@ pound, which was as little as they coulda 
afford to handle it for. 

“Free sugar from Cub@2,’’ witness said, 
“would wipe out American raw sugar, both 
beet and cane, in the next five years. 

During the afternoon the commission 
heard a statement from P. E. Dowe, of 
New York, president of the Commercial 
Travelers’ National League. Mr. Dowe said 
the opinion of the commercial men at large 
was that the trusts were a menace to the 
community. He estimated the traveling 
salesmen in the United States at 350,000. 
The formation of trusts and combination 
was throwing a large number of these men 
out of employment. In giving specific in- 
Stances, he said: 

“The National Enameling- and Stamping 
Company, which depends for its raw ma- 
terial upon the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany, has thrown a great many out of em- 
ployment, and those retained have had their 
salaries reduced. The great tobacco com- 
bines threw out about 3,000 salesmen: the 
Continental Tobacco Company telegraphed 
the discharge of 3# in one day; the baking 
powder trust has dispensed with all except- 
ing half a dozen men. I know of two sales- 
men discharged by the trust, who were 
formerly in the employ of the Cleveland 
Baking Powder Company, one receiving a 
Salary of $5,000 a year, the other $4,500. Their 
routes with those of other discharged 
salesmen, are covered by one agent at $18 
a week. The bicycle trust will throw out 
600 salesmen, gradually, and will cut down 
the agencies in every city; the chair trust 
will affect immediately more than 100 sales- 
men by cutting them out of the line. 

“One man writes me the Union Bag 
and Paper Company has thrown out of 
employment hundreds of salesmen. 

“The number of salesmen out of work be- 
cause of the United States Rubber Com- 
pany is 300; the salesmen retained have 
been reduced to a salary average, so I am 
informed, of $1,300 a year. 

“The American Tin Plate Company cut 
off about ninety out of every 100 salesmen. 
The American Steel and Rod Company, I 
have been told, discharged 300 commercial 
travelers in one day. In giving these 
estimates, I am not considering the office 
forces thrown out through trusts. Sugar 
and coffee monopolies have thrown out 1,000 
salesmen; averaging reduction in salary of 
those retained. $1,000 a year; 25 per cent 
only of the old force being retained in house 
positions. The Standard Oi) Company em- 
ploys fewer salesmen than any other con- 
cern in the mercantile world of one-half 
its capital,’”’

had raised the price of commodities they 
controlled from 5 to 100 per cent in almost

I. MATILDA OF FLANDERS. 
(1031-1083,) 


Matilda, daughter of Baldwin V, count of 
Flanders, has the distinction of being the 
first consort of an Enelish king accorded 
the title of queen. Her husband, known as 
William the Conqueror, had no patience 
With tthe Anglo-Saxon law (the result of 
Edburga’s having poisoned her husband, 
the king of Wessex) which debarred the 
wives of kings from a share in royalty and 
Substituted the title of “The Lady, His 
Companion,” for the more regal one. 

In fact, the bold William respected no 
laws or omens except those of his own 
creation. Upon his arrival on the coast of 
England he stumbled and fell and his su- 
perstitious followers immediately construed 
his unexpected prostration into forewarning 
of disaster. But the unconquerable Knight, 
then known merely as the duke of Norman- 
dy, holding out to them the soil which 
had clung to his hands, exclaimed: “I have 
seized England with my two hands, and 
What I have seized I will maintain’—a 
prophecy which the most terribly fulfilled 
at the sanguinary battle of Hastings in 
1066. 

Shortly after his coronation at 
minster abbey upon Christmas day, 
sent for Matilda, acting in his absence as 
duchess-regent of Normandy, and a few 
days after Easter he had himself recrown- 
ed at Winchester that Matilda might be 
made queen. At this coronation the office 
of champion was first introduced. An ar- 
mored knight named Marmion rode into the 
great banqueting hall and declared: “If 
any person denies that our sovereign lord, 
William, and this spouse, Matilda, are king 
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and queen of England he is a false-hearted ’ 


traitor and liar; and I, as champion, do 
here challenge him to single combat!’’ No 
one deeming it advisable to accept this 
thrice-repeated challenge, Matilda held in- 
disputed possession of the title “la reine.”’ 

The invincible William, big in frame and 


the masterful temper of her cousin. Matil- 
da’s father, indignant at this high-handed, 
unchivalrous treatment of his daughter, 
undertook to Wage war against the nephew, 
but was soon obliged to acknowledge the 
Superiority of his powerful sword. 

As the Saxon, Gloucester, stil] remained 
i: different to the profound affection of Ma- 
tilda, she concluded to marry her valiant. 
wooer from pfgue, and summoned him 
again to her coum, gracefully compliment- 
ing the intrepidity of the knight who dared 
to besiege and take her heart inher fa- 
ther’s city. Soon after followed the mag- 
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nificent display of their wedding festivities 
and of their triumphal entry into Rouen. 
Here another obstacle interposed itself. 
The archbishop of Rouen, declaring their 
marriage illegal on account of their cousin- 
ship, proceeded to excommunicate the royal 
bride and groom. William, undaunted, ap- 
pealed to the pope, who, upon presentation 
of certain religious and philanthropic build- 
ings, deemed it expedient to nullify the 
archbishop’s decree and sanction the mar- 
riage. 

In the years folluwing the people of Nor- 
mendy Knew unusual prosperity and felt tn 
consequence a great affection for their king 
and queen. William and Matilda had mean- 
time given ehelter to Harold the Saxon, a 
brother-in-law of Matilda, who had been 
imprisoned by Guy, earl of Ponthieu. After 
demanding his release and heaping upon 
him all the hospitalities of the Norman 
court, William formally betrothed Harold 
to his daughter. In recognition of the 
many kindnesses shown ho him in Norman- 
dy Harold*thereupon swore to aid William 
in securing the throne of England, which 
Edward the Confessor had promised, upon 
his death, to the duke of Normandy, Scarce- 
ly had the English king breathed his last, 
however, when Harold turned traitor to 
those who had befriended him, disputed the 
succession which William claimed and 
undertook to place the crown upon his own 
head. 

Outraged by this treachery, William hast- 
ened to England to make good his claim by 
dispossessing Harold. His success at the 
battle of Hastings, where Harold was 
slain, won for him the privilege of candl- 
dacy to the English throne and gave him 
the: title of William the Conqueror. His 
original intention was merely to assert his 
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will, permitted no obstacles to defeat his 
purposes. It was largely owing to his in- 
domitable will that he gained Matilda of 
Flanders for his wife. This very beautiful 
princess so much preferred the Saxon lord 
of Gloucester to all her suitors that for 
geven years she looked most disdainfullv 
upon the suit of her cousin William, whom 
she dubbed. because of his birth as the son 
of Robert le Diable and a tanner’s daugh-

Matilda’s share of the martial glory with 
wtich her husband covered himself in the 
conquest of England lay in her famous per- 
petuation of these deeds in the tapestries 
of Bayeux. Having surprised her husband 
by a fully equipped War vessel, the Mora, 
in which to undertake this expedition, she 
awaited news fondly from his camp with tho 
greatest enthusiasm. The newe of his over- 
whelming victory reached her as she was 
praying in the cathedral whose name she 
instantly changed from. that of Notre Dame 
to that ef “Our Lady of Good Tidings.” 
When her husband's conquest became an 
assured fact she made haste to chronicle 
with her needle the great Norman epic. 
Summoning to her the ready pencil of Tur- 
old the Dwarf she ordered him to make 
cartoons or working draughts of the stir- 
ring events in which her lord figured as 
hero in chief. Then, with the aid of her 
ladies in waiting, she copied these patterns 
in cross stitches of woolen thread upon 
strips of canvas 20 by 36 inches. This won- 
derful tapestry depicts in historic sequence 
the series of events, beginning with Har- 
old's imprisonment and ending with his 
death, seventy-two compartments in all, 
each containing an explanatory Latin in- 
scription. When the 216 feet of embroidery 
were finally completed they were presented 
to the Cathedral of Bayeux as a testimonial 
of the great services which its bishop, Odo, 
half-brother to the king, had rendered him 
at the battle of Hastings. These tapestries 
are still exhibited on certain days of ihe 
year in the nave of the cathedral, around 
which they exactly fit. Those who were 
privileged to see the exhibition of the Ba- 
yeux tapestries at the world’s fair in 1893 
found it difficult to belleve that they were 
facsimiles of events nearly 1,000 years old. 
Although somewhat faded they bave with- 
etood the ravages of time far better than 
the canvases of the great masters less than 
half their age. 

Napoleon had these precious memorials 
transferred to the National museum at 
Paris, where they excited much curious 
ccmment. At the time of the French revo- 
lution they Would have been entirely de- 
stroyed by aimob, which wished the tapes- 
tries as a covering for their guns, had not 
a priest hastily concealed them. It was 
originally supposed that they were Matil- 
da’s handiwork alone; but it has since been 
computed that it would not have been,pos- 
sitje for one person to have cross-stitched 
the 1,512 figures and accessories within 
the time between the death of Harold and 
that of Matilda in 1083. She was undoubt- 
edly the mainspring of the undertaking, 
however, and made her needle tell a more 
realistic and enduring story than did the 
quills of the court chroniclers. 

Notwithstanding the general 
William the Conqueror inspltred, 
seemed to stand in no awe of him. .When 
her oldset son, Robert, came of age he 
took up arms against his father for pos- 
session of the duchy of Maine, of which 
he considered himself unjustly deprived. 
Matilda, always devoted to this son, 
warmly espoused his cause that she adyanc- 
ed all her income and then pawned her 
jewels to equip him with effective arms. 
The father and son fought on the battle- 
field of Archembraye, where Robert un- 
horséd his father and was about to dispatch 
him when he discerned the identity of his 
victim. Shocked at the crime which he 
Was about to commit, he fell at his father’s 
feet and begged his forgiveness. After- 
wards, however, the feud broke out again 
and greatly embittered the last days of 
Matilda. She died at Caen in 1083, worn out 
with domestic sorrow and trouble. Her 
gigantic husband, who was a head taller 
than any of his subjects, survived her but 
four years. Of their five children, Robert 
died in prison, William Rufus and Henry 
became kings of England, Adela, the young- 
est daughter, became the mother of King 
Stephen, and the death of Constance hast- 
ened her mother’s décline. 

The monument etfected to her memory 
by William the Conqueror was destroyed 
by the revolutionists of France, but the 
faded handiwork of Matilda, the pioneer 
new woman of the dark ages, has proved a 
more lasting memorial and may still be 
seen in the library at Bayeux.

WILLIAMS SPIRITED AWAY. 


Disappearance of a Negro Charged 
with Attempted Assault. 
Glum, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—Reliable 
news has just reached here of an attempted 
assault on Mrs, Hiram Kennedy by a ne- 
gro named Williams near Surrency. Mr. 
Kennedy is an extensive turpentine opera- 
tor and had gone to one of his stills in 
Florida, leaving a young white man with 
his family. The young man had occasion 
to go to a neighbor's after supper that 
evening and left Mrs. Kennedy alone with 
her children, the eldest being about eight 
years old. Immediately after his departure 
the negro Williams went to the house and 
demanded her to open the door and on her 
refsual he attempted to break it down, 
and while he was thus engaged Mrs. Ken- 
nedy put her little eight-year-old boy 
through a window on the opposite side and 
he ran to a neighbor's, a few hundred 
yards away, for help. The negro heard 
them coming and fled before he succeeded 

in getting into the house. 

A posse was soon organized and the ne- 
gro captured. He was then brought to 
Surrency to await the arrival of a train 
to carry him to Baxley jail. While there 
he was apparently spirited away by un- 
Known parties and he has neither been 
seen nor heard of since. It is believed that 
he was carried to some remote part of the 
woods and there lynchea. The negro was 
about sixteen years of age and was con- 
Sidered a very quiet and trus‘y boy, having 
worked on the farm there for Mr. Ken- 
nedy for six or seven years. He would 
have succeeded in getting in the house 
only for the timely arriva]! of assistance 
of the neighbors that Mrs. Kennedy had 
Sent her little boy after.

SUMMER COURS 
AT UNIVERSITY 


Committee of Georgia Teachers’ 
Association Before Trustees 


IN SUPPORT OF RESOLUTIONS 


Asking That the University Be Opened 
During Summer, 


30 THAT TEACHERS COULD ATTEND 


Matter Referred to a Committee of 
Trustees—Resolutions Reported 
Favoring Plan Were Adopted. 
Women’s Plea for Co- 
Education. 


Athens, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—The 
teachers of Georgia will have the oppor- 
tunity extended them of attending the Uni- 
versity of Georgia during each summer. 
There is no doubt on this subject, and prac- 
tically the only thing that remains to be 
done is to perfect the arrangements for 
keeping the university open during the sum- 
mer months. 

This movement originated with the Geor- 
gia Teachers’ Association. At the last ses- 
sion of that organization a committee was 
appointed to appear before the Loard of 
trustees of the university in behalf of this 
movement. 

Three members of that committee—Pro- 
fessor William M. Slaton, principal of the 
Boys’ Fligh school of Atlanta; Professor 
W.c. Wright, superintendent of the schools 
of Covington, and Professor J. C. Wood- 
ward, superintendent of the Newnan 
schools—appeared before the trustees his 
morning in support of the following resolu- 


tion: 

‘Resolved, That the university and the 
graduate work designed by the University 
of Georgia for the special needs of the 
white teachers of the state be open to the 
white teachers of other states and such 
other mature men and women, graduates 
of other tInstitutfons, as mav seem fitted 
and qualified for the work offered.” 

This resolution was an addition to the 
resolution of the State Association, under 
which the committee was appointed, in that 
it opens the summer school to all states. 

Each membet¢ of the committee made brief 
but effective remarks upon this subject, 
bringing out the strong reasons why this 
summer school for teachers should be 
opened. 

Professor W. M. Slaton said that the 
proposed summer session of the university 
was a great need in Georgia's educational 
circles. ‘Many teachers in Georgia each 
vear, desiring a university education, go 
out of the state to secure it. They have to 
acquire this education during the summer 
amd as the Tiniversity of Georgia is closed, 
they go to Chicago, to Harvard and to 
other big northern colleges. There should 
exist no such a condition of affairs in Geor- 
gia, and in order to remove the necessity 
for teachers leaving the state to get the 
desired education, the University of Geor- 
gia should be opened during the summer. 
Such a custom would tend to make Athens 
more than ever the educational center of 
the state, and it would do much to unify 
the educational interests of the state and to 
remove any denominational prejudice that 
might exist. 

Professoe J. C. Woodward made an earn- 
est and impressive address in behalf of this 
movement. He Knew that the teachers of 
Georgia called for such action by the trus- 
tees, if they could see their way clear to 
take it. The Georgia teachers are greatly 
interested in this matter, as it means much 
to them and to the cause of education in 
this state. To open the university to these 
teachers would render them a great service 
would help education in the state. and 
would make of every teacher in Georgia a 
strong friend of the state university. 

Professor W. C. Wright. in his remarks 
to the board of trustees, pointed out the 
great work that could be done Ly the uni- 
versity in this direction. He thought it 
would be a great credit to the state to 
have her highest institution of learning 
open througthout the year, the summer sea- 
son being ‘held for the benefit of the white 
teachers of Georgia, and of any other 
states, if they desired to come. Such a 
course would do the university good, would 
do the teachers of the state good, and 
would draw the Georgia teachers into closer 
union with the university and her inter- 
ests. 

At the conclusion of these addresses, the 
matter was referred to a committee to 
confer with the faculty and report back 
at once. This committee consisted of 
Messrs. Clark Howell, W. Y. Atkinson and 
Howell Cobb. 

At the afternoon session of the board, 
Chairman Howell submitted the report of 
the committee, which was adopted with- 
out a dissenting vote. The resolutions were 
as follows: 

“Resolved, That the faculty of the uni- 
versity be authorized and instructed to 
provide for a summer course of not less 
than eight weeks of undergraduate and 
graduate work for the benefit of the teach- 
ers of Georgia, and for such others as de- 
sire to take advantage of such course of 
instruction, under conditions to be agreed 
upon by the faculty and approved by the 
board of trustees. ; 

‘‘Resolved, That the general assembly be 
urged to make an adequate appropriation 
for this purpose and that a committee of 
five be appointed from the trustees to 
co-operate with such a committee as may 
be appointed from the Georgia Teachers’ 
Association, for the purpose of presenting 
the importance of this movement to the 
general assembly and urging favorable ac- 
tion thereby. 

‘‘Resolved, That the faculty be requested 
to formulate a scheme for said summer 
school and to consider and report upon 
the item of expense, details of instruc- 
tion, etc., and that said report be submitted 
to the chairman of the board of trustees, 
who shall call a meeting of the board in 
the city of Atlanta tor the consideration >of 
said report. 

‘Resolved, That the Georgia State Teach- 
ers’ Association be invited to confer with 
the faculty, by committee or otherwise, in 
the latter’s preparation of said report.”’ 


Women’s Clubs Petition. 


Co-education is on with a rush before 
the board of trustees of the university. 

It is one of the questions that will not 
down. The board of trustees on a previous 
occasion resolved that the admission of 
women to the University of Georgia might 
be all right, but fhat such was impossible 
until ample provision was made for their 
accommodation. The question is being agi- 
tated again this year, both among the trus- 
tees and by outside parties and organiga- 
tions. 

Dr. Felton’s resolution to admit women to 
the academic departments of the university 
will bring on a discusion of this subject 
and a vote upon it. The Georgia Fed¢ra- 
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Gentlemen drink it in clubs, in cafes and 
at their homes because it is the best. 
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tion of Women’s Clubs presented a memo- 
rial yesterday morning to the board of 
trustees asking that women be admitted 
to the university. This memorial was re- 
ferred to the proper committee. The me- 
morial was as follows: 

“To the Honorable Board of Trustees of 
the University of Georgia 

“Whereas, The Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs presented a petition two 
years ago to your honorable body praying 
that women be admitted to all the honors 
anr privileges of the university, to which 
petition your honorable body replied that 
the power to admit women as students lay 
with the legislature and not with the trus- 
tees; 

“Whereas, the members of the faculty 
of the university, almost without exception, 
favored the admission of young women as 
students on an equal footing with young 
men, and, 

‘‘Whereas, Your honorable chancellor in 
his annual report to the general assembly, 
after enumerating the many successful co- 
educational ‘institutions in the United 
States, recommended to that body to open 
the doors of its state university to womay; 
and, 

“Whereas, The large majority of the 
higher institutions of learning in the United 
States are co-educational and every south- 
ern states except Georgia and Virginia 
freely admits women to all its university 
courses; and, 

‘Whereas, The testimony of the chancel- 
lors of these institutions without ex- 
ception, favorable to co-education; and, 

“Whereas, The state has no right to 
discriminate as sex in the matter of 
education; and, 

“Whereas, Georgia girls should not be 
compelled to seek higher education outside 
of their own state; and, 

‘““Whereas, We believe that a recommen- 
dation from your honorable body will have 
great weight with the leigslature in every 
Matter pertaining to the welfare of the 
State’s highest institution; 

“Therefore we, the undersigned, express- 
ing the ascertained sentiments of the large 
body of women whom we represent, do 
earnestly petition you, the trustees of the 
University of Georgia, to recommend that 
the general assembly pass an enabling act 
whereby women may be admitted to all of 
the honors and privileges of the State uni- 
versity.

It 
will undoubtedly declare the Engiish 
course of study in the university to be too 
elementary in its nature and will take a 
firm stand in behalf of the elevation of the 
curriculum in that department. 

The repott will go to the board of trus- 
tees tomorrow morning, but will hardly be 
considered until (Monday, as the chancel- 
lorship matter will be taken up tomorrow 
end will engage the attention of the board 
all day. The report of the board of visi- 
tors on the department of English is sure 
to stir up debate and a lively discussion 
will follow. 

President W. M. Slaton, of the board of 
visitors, has been doing a great deal of 
hard, systematic work. His direction of 
the efforts of the board has been very ef- 
fective. He has demonstrated rare Zeal 
and ability in this work and his assistants 
On the board have been equally active and 
energetic in the discharge of their duties.

HEALTH OFFICERS STEPPED IN 


States That There Is Not a Case in the 
City or Near There. 


DETENTION CAMP IS BREAKING UP 


Negro Woman Has Peculiar Case of 
Sunstroke—Preparations for Cele- 
brating the Fourth. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—For 
some days past there have been rumors of 
several cases of smallpox in Brunswick. As 
there was no truth in the rumor, publica- 
tion regarding it has been withheld, but 
within the past twenty-four hours the 
rumors have increased to such wunreason- 
able proportions that it was deemed best to 
handle’them. Dr. J. A. Butts, city physi- 
cian and health officer for Brunswick, 
states most emphatically, as an official, 
that there is not now a single case of 
smallpox in Brunswick, or near here, that 
is known to the authorities. Not only is 
there not any cases now in existence in the 
city, but those which were found some 
weeks ago and sent out to detention camp 
have fully recovered and the camp is being 
broken up, preparatory to all the inmates 
being brought back to the city. The only 
patients that were being treated were those 
that came from the immediate neighbor- 
hood where the first case was lovated, and 
the disease was confined entirely to those 
people. This statement issued officially by 
Dr. Butts will serve to allay the fears of 
the timid public. 

Peculiar Sunstroke Case. 

Fannie Lindsay, a well-known colored 
woman, is suffering from one of the most 
peculiar cases of sunstroke that has ever 
been Known here. She was crossing the 
Street near her home about 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, bareheaded, and was seen to fall 
suddenly. Friends picked her up and she 
was carried in the house, where Dr. Butts 
was sent for. He found the patient suffer- 
ing from what is scientifically known as 
coup de solejl, or a form of sunstroke that 
takes the form of a compléte prostration 
of the nervous system. The patient's body 
was trembling violently, and this continued 
for hours while she lay in an unconscious 
State. Her temperature went up to 107, and 
heroic measures had to be taken to save 
her life. She was wrapped in ice-cold 
cloths and drenched with ice water, the 
result of which was to cool her tempera- 
ture somewhat. About 8 o’clock tonignt 
she regained consciousness, but her body 
was still trembling. The case has attracted 
a great deal of attention among the locai 
medical fraternity, aud they are watching 
it closely, 

Examining the Books: 

Professor Campbell, of the Richmond 
Business college, has been engaged by tho 
board of education as an expert account- 
ant ang examiner, to go through the books 
of the board from 18% to the present time, 
and make a report on the same. This ac- 
tion is due to a statement made by the 
county commissioners that the board was 
spending too much money, a statement 
which the board takes exceptions to. The 
board claims that they have conducted the 
schools economically and within their in- 
come, and it is to prove this statement that 
the examiner has been employed to make 
his investigations. It will require a great 
deal of time to complete this work, on ac- 
count of the numerous books that are to be 
checked up and the number of years that 
the investigation is to extend over. It 
promises, however, to be a very complete 
report, and the public will watch for it with 
interest.

Brunswick is preparing for a big Fourth 
of July celebration to be held on St. Simons 
island. The Cumberland route people have 
taken the matter in charge, and today, on 
receiving notice from all railroads that a 
rate of one and one-third fare for the 
round trip would be granted from all points 
announcement of the coming fun was given 
to the press.

Simons island, and an immense crowd is 
being prepared for. Agents will go out on 
the roads at once to work up interest in the 
coming celebration, and this Fourth prom- 
ises to eclipse all others that has heretofore 
sone celebrated on the seashore around 
ere.

Plan Suggested for Giving the 
Fait Publicity, 


THESTATE WILL BE CANVASSED 


Transportation Will Be Furnished Free 
by the Railroads, 


ATTRACTIONS WERE ALSO DISCUSSED 


Special Attention Will Be Given to 
Midway Feature of Show—Mr. 
Cabaniss in Favor of Having 
a Collision Between 
Two Trains. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the executive 
committee of the state fair was held yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock. 

President J. Pope Brown, of the State 
‘Agricultural Society, presided, the follow- 
ing members of the committee being pres- 
ent: Viee Chairman W. J. Northen, R. F. 
Crittenden, James Barrett, A. J. Smith, 
John A. Miller and H. H. Cabaniss. Sec- 
retary T. H. Martin was also in attend- 
ance. 

The meeting was an important one in 
that the different members of the com- 
mittee were made thoroughly acquainted 
with thea vast amount of work which has 
been accomplished by the local committee, 
which has in charge the Atlanta end of 
the fair. The result will be that the non- 
residents will go to their homes the. pos- 
sessors of a valuable fund of information 
which they will use to advantage in work- 
ing up interest in their severa!) localities. 

President Brown called the meeting for 
the express purpose of presenting a pl&n 
for further advertising the fair. The feat- 
ure of the meeting was a ypiirtial adop- 
tion of this plan, which consist in sending 
four canvassers to different sections _of 
the state to personally talk wiht, the faim- 
ers and impress upon them’ the impor- 
tance of making exhibits. The original in- 
tention was to send a much larger num- 
ber of canvassers, but owing to the fact 
that the transportation furnished by the 
railroads is limited, the plan was found 
impractical. 

President Brown Speaks. 

President Brown called the meeting to 
erder with a few remarks. He expressed 
gratification at the success with which the 
fair was meeting and touched at some 
length on the great good which he felt 
sure would result to the agricultural in- 
dustries of the state through the medium 
of a popular exchange of-ideas among the 
farmers who will visit Atlanta next fall. 

“There is one point, however, that I 
want to stress,’ said President Brown, 
“and that is the necessity of arousing en- 
thusiasm among the farmers. This is ab- 
solutely necessary if we would make the 
fair a success. In certain districts where 
I have talked with farmers I have found 
them lacking in interest without any ap- 
parent cause except, possibly, the fact that 
they have suffered from hard times dur- 
ing the past two years. Now, it is to pre- 
vent this state of affairs—‘hard times’ 
among the farmers—that the fair will be 
held. In many of the sparsely settled dis- 
tricts they have heard little of the fair. 
We want to reach this class and stir wp 
enthusiasm—impress upon them the impor- 
tance of coming to Atlanta and exchanging 
ideas with other farmers, and receiving 
the bneefits of the practical object lessons 
in witnessing the different 
methods in vogue in other sections.” 

Mr. Cabaniss on Advertising. 

H. H. Cabaniss, chairman of the commit- 
tee on attractions, said that he thought 
the fair needed advertising and attractions. 
The newspapers, he thovecht, were insuffi- 
cient to meet the requirements of the situ- 
ation. In his opinion, every district in the 
State should be personally visited by spe- 
clally appointed canvassers, whose duty it 
Would be to have talks with the farmers 
and imrpess them with the necessity of 
participating in the fair, 

Another thing he thought absolutely es- 
Sential was attractions of a novel charac- 
ter. Nothing drew crowds like unique 
features. 

At this point Vice Chairman Northen and 
Secretary Martin interrupted Mr. Cabaniss 
to explain what had already been done 
in this. Mr. Northen said that he thought 
the fair had been admirably advertised by 
the press of the state. As for the can- 
Vassers, the railroads had only provided a 
certain amount of transportation, which 
Was inadequate for the number of canvass- 
ers mentioned. Mr. Martin tol@ of the 
weekly news letter which he is sending out 
to the papers of the state.

ADOPTS NEW WORK 


Will Attempt To Establish Bacterielog- 
ical Department. 


CITY MUST-HAVE PURER MILK 


Amended Well Ordinance Will Go tq 
Council Monday. 


A HARD FIGHT MAY BE MADE ON IT 


The New Measure Wants Wells Aban- 
coned, Not Filled—Interesting Ses- 
sion of the Health Board. 


The board of health met In regular ses- 
sion at the city hall at 5 o’clock yesterday 
Several matters ‘of more than 
ordinary interest were considered and the 
session was of unusual importance. 

I: appears to be the sense of the board 
to adopt new lines of work for the preser- 
vation of the public health. It was decided 
to inspect the milk sold in Atlanta more 
thoroughly in the future and a resolution 
was adopted authorizing President Miller 
to employ a veterinary surgeon by the 
month to examine the dairies to see that 
the cows are not diseased. 

There is a city statute In force requiring 
all milk sold in the eity limfts to come up 
to a certain requirement of purity, ‘Dut 
tw’s law is often violated, and it is the 
desire of the board to adopt a plan where- 
by no milk from diseased cows can ‘be sold 
Atlanta. 

In this connection it is also the purpose 
of the board to establish a bacteriological 
department in connection. with the sanitary 
work. This will be of great use not only 
in the analyzing of milk and, water, but 
in the diagnosing of diseases. The board 
of health will probably ask council for a 
special appropriation for the bacteriologi- 
cal department about the first of the year. 
Well Ordinance May Pass. 

The board unanimously decided to make 
another effort have its anti-well ordi- 
nance passed at the nex: session of council 
Monday afternoon in an amended ‘orm. 
Instead of requiring all wells to be filled 
as prescribed in the original measure, the

Dr. Benson announced yesterday 
noon that the main objection :o the origl- 
nal measure was that’ it would not only 
have been a great expense to have filled all 
the wells. but it would have been well 
nigh impossible, as a ereat many were 
under houses, and therefore almost Iirac- 
cessible for this purpose. . Dr. Benson had 
talked with several councilmen on the sub- 
ject since the last meeting of counci) and it 
was his belief that the amended ordinance 
would become a law. 

Councilman Wylie Pope, ex-officio mem- 
ber of the board, was no: present at the 
meeting yesterday. He was the introducer 
of the first well ordinance, but stated toa 
Constitution representative las: week that 
the measure ought to be amended so as to 
strike the welis that are contaminated and 
not those in which the wateris pure. Mr. 
Pope does not believe in the passage of 
an ordinance that wil} require all property 
owners in touch with city water to discon- 
tinue the use of well \@iter entirely be- 
cause he thinks there are numerous wells 
in town that are causing no. sickness 
whatever and that contain no disease 
germs. 

Other members of the board do not take 
so liberal a view. They believe that all 
pure wells are jiable to tbe contaminated 
and that it were best te @iscontinue their 
use, The new turn in the situation does 
not relieve those property owners who 
claim they have pure water and there is 
no doubt that a-hard fight will be made on 
the amended ordinance before the council 
Monday afternoon. 

Paris Green on Cabbage. 

Dr. Benson announced in. the meeting 
that several families in the western part 
of town had recently been made ill by eat- 
ing cabbage purchased from country huck- 
sters. The sanitary department had grown 
suspicious of 
venders and had had several cabbages in- 
Spected by the chemist with the result that 
something has been discovered thereon that 
very much resembles Paris green. 

The ‘board will have the meat and mar- 
ket inspector use especial care in inspect- 
Ing these vegetables and: any huckster 
found selling cabbage flavored with Paris 
green will be severely punished by the city 
recorder. 

The board also decidea to look into the 
Scientific side of street cleaning and gar- 
bage gathering and destruction in the fu- 
ture. Two new committees were created 
whose special duty it shall be to study the 
most approved and scientific methods in 
these departments. 

On street cleaning: Burton Smith, chair- 
man; Captain Miller and Mr. Pope.

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Morris Goodman Would Have Gone to 
the Stockade. 


RECORDER REMITTED THE FINE 


Isaac Goodman Refused To Pay a 
Small Fine tmposed Upon His 
Young Son Yesterday. 


But for a soft spot in the heart of Re- 
corder Broyles. Little Morris Goodman 
would bbe working out a fine of $1.75 in the 
city stockade. The boy’s father refused to 
pay the fine, and left the courtroom yes- 
terday afternoon in high dungeon, while 
little Morris, who is not more than eight 
years of age, was led off to the prisoners’ 
room. Recorder Broyles decided that the 
little fellow was too young to send to the 
stockade, and remitted the fine. 

Isaac Goodman, the boy's father, has a 
store at ‘the corner of Fort street and 
Edgewood avenue. Nearby lives Lizzie 
Haywood, a negro, with her family of sev- 
eral boys. Morris and his elder brother 
have had several fights with the little ne- 
groes, and the police have several times 
been called upon to quell disturbances. The 
police say that the Goodmans are dad boys. 

The police court trial yesterday afternoon 
was occasioned ‘by a fight last Thursday 
afternoon, between Sonny Haywood and 
Morris Goodman, in which the latter came 
out second best, with a cut on his nose and 
a hole on the right side of his forehead. 
Goodman called for a policeman, 
and Call Officer Covington was sent to 
make arrests. Tie arrested both partici- 
pants in the fight. 

Yesterday afternoon, Isaac Goodman, the 
father of Morris, and Lizzie Haywood, the 
mother of Sonny, accompanied their ‘e- 
spective children to the courtroom. Neither 
of the boys appeared over eight years of 
age. (Morris told his story first, but did not 
finish because of the ttears that welled up. 
Sonny took an inning at telling the story, 
but had spoken no more than twenty 
words before he too, was retired for cry- 
ing. 

Then the parents began talking, but each 
refused ito let the other talk, and both in- 
terrupted Officer Covington while he gave 
his testimony. The vfficer said that Morris 
Goodman was a bad boy, but that he knew 
nothing of the fight. 

Recorder Broyles announced that he 
would fine both boys $1.75, and gave each a 
short lecture upon the evils of fighting. 

The Haywood woman took her son to the 
barracks office and paid his fine, but Good- 
man refused to do so. 

‘Take him on to the stockade,” he said, 
“I will not pay his fine,”’ and the elder 
Goodman waved his hand at his son as he 
walked outside the railing. 

Morris looked bewildered for a moment, 
but followed the officer to the prisoners’ 
room. Later Judge wroyles decided that it 
would not do to send so young a boy among 
the prisoners at the stockade, agd remitted 
the fine. 


OFFICER FIGHTS WITH MAD DOG 


Animal Made Desperate Effort To Bite 
Policeman.

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STRUGGLE LASTED SOME TIME 


Dog Was Finally Killed by a Negro 
and Officer Hudson Escaped 
Uninjured. 


Patrolman J. E. Hudson had an exciting 
encounter with a mad dog yesterday after- 
noon shortly after 4 o’clock on Edgewood 
avenue. The officer fought the dog with 
his club for fully fifteen minutes, while all 
the time the infuriated animal was making 
lunges at his throat. It required not only 
dextrous blows from his club, but con- 
siderable activity on the part of the patrol- 
man to save himself from injury.

When within a few feet of Hudson the dog 
Sprang and would doubtless have fastened 
his teeth tn the throat of the policeman 
had he not deftly stepped to one side. As 
the form of the dog passed on a level with 
his head Hudson struck the animal a blow 
with his club, but falled to land in a vital 
Spot. 

The dog gathered himself and sprang 
again, this tinle striking the officer full in 
the chest with his paws, bur Hudson beat 
down the beast with his.club. The police- 
man and the dog circled around in the mid- 
dle of the street, the policeman on his 
Suard and the dog watchiig, with almost 
human intelligence, for an _ opening. 
Several times the dog sprang at the officer 
and each time was beaten off.

He 
was particularly well known in the ranks

Payment of Teachers by Month Has 
Raised the Standard of App..- 
cants a Great Deal. 


Between 7,000 and 8,000 applicants for II- 
cense to teach in the common schools of 
the state will be given examinations in 
the various counties of Georgia Thursday, 
June 22d. The examination will include ap- 
plicants for all positions except those in 
the city school systems, which are operated 
locally and not by direction of the state 
school commissioner. 

In every part of the state preparation is 
being made for the examination and every 
indication points to a much larger number 
of applicants than in any year previous. 
Owing to the favorable legislation toward 
the common school teachers and the gen- 
eral management of the schools which 
passed the last legislature, requiring the 
payment of teachers at the conclusion of 
each month's work, it is apparent that 
renewed interest is being taken, in the 
schools and that the number of applicants 
has accordingly increased. In spite of the 
law on the subject, however, the state 
treasurer and state school commissioner 
found it impossible at the first of the year 
to begin the payment of teachers until 
after the claims of confederate veterans 
and their widows for pensions had been 
settled. Hereafter it is confidntly expect- 
ed that an agreement can be reached 
whereby the provision of the legislation can 
be carried out and the state teachers paid 
for their services at the end of each month. 

Higher Average Is Required. 

For the past few years School Commis- 
sioner Glenn has constantly raised the 
standard of examination for applicants to 
teach and correspondingly made stricter 
the grading of the examination. Here- 
tofore an average of seventy in all studies 
would secure the lowest grade of license, 
a license for one year. An average cf 
eighty was necessary to obtain the two 
years’ license and ninety to secure the 
license of three years. 

Beginning with this year the grading has 
undergone a change and the applicants who 
wish the one year license must have ss 
high an average as seventy-five; for the 
two years’ license, eighty-two and one- 
half, and ninety for the three years’ li- 
cense. 

The examination which is to be held in 
each county under the supervision o! the 
county school commissioner, will be found 
considerably shorter than that hitherto— 
ten questions being asked in each of the 
seven branches examined on. 


WHAT IS GOING ON IN 
THE VARIOUS COURTS 


The suit of the South River Brick Com- 
pany against Mrs. EF. Sheehan for $420 was 
heard before Judge Reid yesterday, and 
went to the jury late in the afternoon. The 
case has been tried once before, and the 
jury found for the plaintiff, but a motion 
for a new trial was granted. 


The grand jury met yesterday morning 
and disposed of eighteen cases. Of these, 
thirteen true bills were found. Action was 
taken in the cases of Adam Hardy and 
Seville Barrow, held on the charge of mur- 
dering old man Adam Hardy, but they 
escaped indictment at the hands of. the 
grand jury. The grand jury will meet 
again next Wednesday. 


The Allen damage suit against the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad will be continued 
today before Judge J. S. Candler, and it is 
expected that it will go to the jury before 
noon. The entire day yesterday was con- 
sumed in hearing evidence, and in order 
that all the witnesses might be heard, Judge 
Candler extended the time of court untli 
late in the afternoon. 

When this case is finished all the civil 
business in Judge Candler’s court will have 
been completed and the criminal business 
will be taken up on Monday. 


Mrs. Emma Cola Spears was granted a 
total divorce yesterday morning in the su- 
perior court from her husband, Robert L. 
Spears, and was awarded by the jury $150 
as temporary and permanent alimony and 
counsel fees. The verdict did not remove 
disabilities from the defendant. 

In her petition for divorce Mrs. Spears 
said that she was married to the defendant 
on October 16, 1896, and alleged cruel treat- 
ment as the grounds for the divorce. 


SAYS HE INJURED THE SCALES. 
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C. C. Holmes Prefers Charge of Ma- 
licious Mischief Against a Rival 
Company’s Representative. 

J. W. Nyce, representative of a scales 
company, was arrested yesterday morning 
on a warrant sworn out by C. C, Holmes, 
representative of another scales company, 
charging him with malicious mischief. The 
warrant was taken out in the city court 
and Nyce gave bond in the sum of $200 for 
his appearance before Judge Calhoun at the 

July term. 

Holmes claims that he sold a pair of 
scales to W. H. Burrows, a grocer on South 
Pryor street, and that Nyce fampered with 
the scales and made them appear worthless. 
It was alleged that the representacive of 
the rival company had taken out a Piece of 
agate, which was the pivot upon which the 
scales worked, and substituted a softer sub- 
stance, thus ruining the balance of the in- 
strument. 

Nyce emphatically denies that he injured 
the scales in any way, and that it was im- 
possible for him to remove the agate bear- 
ing, as it Was cemented in such a manner 
that to do so it would have to be driven 
out by force, which, he asserts, he did not 
use,

dence will be introduced at the trial, which 
is set for July 3d, and both sides are well

His card follows: 

Editor Constitution.—For the last twenty- 
five years I have had the pleasure of visit- 
ing your beautiful city, and have been 
honored time and again by the kindness, 
courtesy and friendship of its leading citi- 
zens. Indeéd the state legislature at one 
time accorded me the use of the capitol 
of Georgia to pronounce therein a lecture, 
and I have shown by acts that my heart 
and head are with the good people of At- 
lanta and the south, as I have been sihce 
the inception up to this very moment, the 
president of the orphan asylum fund, and 
of the present beautiful Hebrew Orphan 
home, which is one of the ornaments of 
your city, and which has and is contribut- 
ing splendid results in the amelioration of 
suffering humanity. Therefore I am sure 
that the few words I herewith say -will not 
be misconstrued or taken amiss; but, on 
the contrary, I trust they will be accepted 
in that spirit in which they are written, 
for I am deeply intersted in the continued 
welfare of Atlanta, which has within the 
last twenty-five years shown wonderful ac- 
tivity, and has been justly regarded as the 
comercial emporium of the south. But I 
noticed last month, when I was attending 
the annual meting of the board of directors 
of the orphan home, that there was some- 
thing radically wrong in Atlanta. The 
time was when the members of our board 
arrived there late on Saturday night or 
Sunday morning could get a shave at the 
barber shop of the hotel. That sanitary 
privilege is now denied to the weary and 
dust-stained traveler. If his boots or shoes 
have come in contact with mother earth, 
there in no chance of a shine. If his 
throat is parched with the accumulation 
of soft coal, smoke and soo® not to 
speak of the tropical heat of the climate, 
he ean, if he chooses ‘‘drink Adam's ale 
until he busts,’’ but ne'er a drop of any- 
thing else. If he ts anxious to smoke a 
pure Havana, he cannot get the same in a 
locality where cigarettes and other accom- 
odations are kept, but must seek some 
lone corner, created by the ordinance of 
the city fathers, and all thefie things have 
been done in the years 1898 and 1899 at 
the height of the world's civilization, by 
the wonderful, intellectual and common 
council of the city of Atlanta, imbued, no 
doubt, with the idea that they are catering 
for the moral elevation of the city, and 
that they are doing their leyel best to make 
Atlanta grow; but how much they are mis- 
takened is best evidenced by the disgust 
each and every stratiger feels within its 
gates, who had supposed that Atlanta was 
on the high road to commercial freedom 
and that the laws of the Puritans were in- 
applicable to the personal freedom-loving 
southerner. Of course in Atlanta, as in the 
city of Portland, Me., you can circumvent 
the law and become, as unfortunately so 
many Americans are, hypocrites and se- 
cure by round about methods that which is 
denied you by supposed law. In an ob- 
scure part of the hotel where I stopped 
you could find in a dusky room a barber 
or two, who, taking advantage of the con- 
dition, were ready to scrape your face at 
an extravagant rate. By bribing and fee- 
ing certain persons in connectfon with the 
hotel, no doubt you can secure all the 
drinks that you wish. Thus I, when a mem- 
ber of our board could not get a bottle of 
champagne on Sunday for our dinner, call- 
ed the head waiter and told him I wanted 
the bottle of champagne I had ordered and 
paid for the day be.re, and to these de- 
vices the free American citizen is compelled 
to resort in order to get what he is en- 
titled to, and all because a little band of 
narrow-minded females of both sexes pre- 
scribe what other men and women shall 
eat and drink at such time and place as 
to them is most fit, thinking that they can 
by law regulate the human appetite. There 
never was a more preposterous proposition. 
You can punish men for violating the law, 
but you can never regulate their appe- 
tite; on the contrary, the more restraint 
you throw around their natural dispost- 
tion the more you will strengthen their 
animal propensities. A great commercial 
center such as Atlanta is, must cater to 
those who form a great part of its com- 
mercial prosperity. The hotels are crowd- 
ed with travelers from all parts of the 
world, who come there for business enter- 
prises, and to make a “sleepy hollow’ of 
the city and transform it into a “camp 
meeting’’ is the very height of nonsense, 
and shows that those citizens who enact 
such legislation are behind the age and not 
in sympathy with the best interests of At- 
lanta. 

I sincerely hope and trust that at the 
coming election, this whole tribe will be 
relegated to the rear, and progressive, in- 
telligent men electea in their stead, and 
when that consummation Is reached I am 
willing to go down to Atlanta and fielp to 
celebrate the great event.

The Consolidated Is Granted Other 
Extensions and Connections in 
Various Parts of the City. 


The electric railway committee of the 
city council met at the city hall at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, The applications of 
the Collins Park and Belt Railroad Com- 
peny for franchises on most of the main 
thoroughfares of the city were to have been 
considered, but the matter was postponed 
by consent of aJl parties concerned until the 
next meeting of the committee some time 
week after next. 

The committee devoted its entire time to 
the consideration of the application of the 
Consolidated for permission to cons#lidate 
its line with the Atlanta railway by mak- 
ing various connections and extensions 
throughout the city. It will be retnembver- 
ed that the company asked tu take up its 
tracks on Richardson street, which brought 
ferth a storm of protest from the residents 
of this thoroughfare, who claimed they 
weuld fight the move if they had to take 
it to the supreme court. 

This, however, will not be necessary, -as 
President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
anncunced before the committee yesterday 
afternoon that he would withdraw his peti- 
tion to take up the Richardson street 
tracks. The company is desirous, however, 
of connecting its Cooper street line with 
Whitehall street and extending its Smith 
street line a short distance in order to get 
into a car shed near by. 

The Richardson street citizens are afraid 
that the Consolidated is attempting to work 
a ruse on them by leaving the Richardson 
street tracks and running practically no 
cars there. George H. Hynds, who lives on 
Richardson street, asked the committee to 
postpone the consideration of the other pe- 
titions of the Consolidated until J. A. 
Hynds, the attorney for the people of that 
thoroughfare, could return to the city. The 
committee granted this request and will 
hold a special meeting next Monday week 
for this purpose. 

The committee granted the company the 
right to connect the lines of the two old 
companies at the junction of Peachtree and 
Forsyth streets, and also at the junction of 
Forsyth and Whitehall streets. The com- 
pany was also granted the right to extend 
a line out Simpson street to Orme and 
Mills streets, thence either by Luckie and 
North avenue to Hemphill avenue, or by 
McAfee to Hemphill avenue. These .ines 
will be built at once,

Arise. 

Arbitrators have been appointed by Comp- 
troller General Wright for the purpose of 
making a fair assessment of the property 
of the Chattanooga Southern railway in 
regard to which that state official and the 
president of the Chattanooga Southern dis- 
agree. IL. N. Trammell has been appointed 
to act for the state and Attorney A: C. 
King, of Atlanta, for the road. A meet- 
tng was held at the capitol yesterday by 
the assessors, but no agreement was reach- 
ed.

DAMAGES AWARDED MURPHY 


Jury in Suit Against the Consolidated 
Out All Night. 


THE PLAINTIFF RECEIVES $350 


Case Has Been on Trial Before Judge 
John M. Slaton for the Past 
Week. 


The jury in the damage suit of John B. 
Murphy against the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company, after being out 
all night, returned a verdict yesterday 
morning awarding $30 and costs of the 
court to the plaintiff. 

The case has been on trial before John M. 
Slaton, judge pro hac vice, in the superior 
court for the past week. The suit was 
brought through Mrs. Minnie Hanlon, the 
mother of Murphy, as next friend, and grew 
out of an aceident which occurred May 28, 
1897, in which the plaintiff was injured while 
on a car of the street railway company. 

At the time Murphy, who was thirteen 
years old, was employed by a dry goods 
house to deliver bundles, and he claimed 
that he was thrown from the car on Peach- 
tree street, near Eighth street, sustaining 
injuries which have since resulted in St. 
Vitus dance. 

Murphy alleged that he had gathered his 
fhundles together preparatory to alighting 
from the car, and was standing on the run- 
ning board when the car started suddenly, 
throwing him to the ground. The street 
railway company contended that Murphy 
had attempted to get off the car while it 
was in motion, without giving notice to the 
conductor of his intention, and that he 
alone was responsible for the accident, 

The suit brought was for $10,000. Both 
sides were well represented, and the suit 
has been warmly contested.

DOUGLASVILLE GETS A DEPOT

The town of Douglasville is to have a 
new depot on which work will begin in the 
course of the next few days. The old depot 
at Douglasville, which was destroyed by 
fire in January of this year, had for some 
time been inadequate to the business needs 
of the town and before the structure was 
burned, it was the desire of many of the 
citizens of the place that the Southern road 
be petitioned to erect another station. 

Assistant General Superintendent J. 8S. 
B. Thompson, of the Southern railway, 
notified the members of the railroad com- 
mission yesterday that the petition of the 
people of Douglasville for a new station 
had been granted and the plans for the 
depot were turned over to the commission 
for their inspection. 

Mr. Thompson stated that the plans of 
the road gave Douglasville a much better 
station than could be found in almost any 
town of its size in the state. The station 
combines the freight and passenger depart- 
ments into one and would be found in every 
way superior to the old depot. 

The plans have already been presented to 
the mayor of Douglasville for his consid- 
eration and have been accepted on behalf 
of the town. The approval of the railroad 
commission was received yesterday and 
Superintendent Thompson stated that the 
work of construction would begin at once.
